The reply filed on 4-30-02, paper number 6, is not fully responsive to the prior Office 
Action because of the following omission(s) or matter(s): support for "transcriptional repressor 
or activator protein binding sequence" (claim 28, 35), "degradation of an extracellular matrix 
component" (claim 28, 40, 44-46, 48, 49, 52) or protein (claim 53, 54), a repressor binding 
sequence that is a chimeric tetracycline repressor-Vpl6 transcription activator polypeptide 
binding sequence (36), the method of interpreting the results in the methods of claims 52-54
